OF the ‘many events which pass 
unnoticed in the motoring ,world 
there’ is one which is not yet too 
Inte to recall—the Diamond Jubilee 
of the Humber, concern..

The shrines are in Miye Prefec-' 


ture, about half on hour by motor 
from the Yamada/Railway Station 
and about 18 hours by rail from 
Tokyo. Thoy are located in a grove 
of giant cryptomeria trees in 8 re- 
gion of rolling hills.’ The region 
is one, of the most beautiful in’ 
Japan .ond ‘the season the finest 
of the year when leaves of the ma- 
ples are turning o vivid scarlet. 
‘The shrines house the sacred rega- 
ia ‘of the Imperial Household— 
without which no Eimperior legal- 
ly can rule Japan are descen 

according to the imperial legend. 


There really are two. sets of | 


shrines, the inner and outer, known 
as the Kodaijingu. and jhe Toyou- 
kendaijingu. Lumber for construc- 
tion of the new temples was cut 
from the Kiso Forest—made an Im- 
perial state in 1920—with eleborate 
Shinto: ceremonies. It was trans- 
ported to Nagoya where it was 
finished and seasoned in the Im- 
perial stores yard. -' we 
Every‘ phase of the preparation 
of the lumber from cutting of the 
trees to final joining of the beams 
was blessed by Shinto priests and 
conducted according: to the ‘un- 
broken ritual of the Imperial 
Household.

“ Alter Somebody.’ 


Private Robert Duffield *said he 
saw- Lines. go towards, Johnson’s 
bed look at a rifie, and put it down. 
When asked what he was looking 
for, he’ replied, ‘I om’after some- 
body to-night.” - He then walked 
across to tite other.side of the room 
took a rifle from the rack, walke 
to ‘his own bed and loaded it with 
three rounds he took “from his 
pocket, 


He (Dufficld) ‘went to warn John- 
son, who came back as far as the 
door, took off his belt, and with o 
corporal walked away, Lines went 
to the, door, raised the ‘rifle, and 
fired. Witness heard one shot and 
went to warn the men in the guard- 
room, 


Lance-Corpl. Johnson ‘said. that 

afternoon he had placed Lines un- 
der open arrest for failing to obey 
an order to scrub the room,’ : 
_ At ‘the inquiry Lines mode a 
statement in which he said John- 
son spoke about cleaning out the 
barrack-room, and threw a dry 
scrubber at him. : 


'*T thought to myself,’’ the state- 
ment continued, ‘ that Lano¢g-Cor- 
poral Johnson was trying to be 
funny. with me, and I thought I 
would be funny with him. So I 
remembered the rounds of ammuni- 
tion he had shown me, and went to 
his quarters and came across them 
in. his overcoat pocket. 


“IT waited ‘for Lance-Corparal 
Johnson to come in. I heard some- 
one say that he was creeping dlong 
the wall of the barrack-room out- 
side.

The Chairman then made the fol-

‘(The answer is in the affirma- 
tive. Dr. Fawcett leaves ‘towards 
the .end of October, 1 under- 

_ atand that Dr. Fawcett tendered 
his resignation for “private rea- 
sons. ° The Government is not, 
aware of any inducements which 
would counteract these reasons.’ 


“A Grave Mistake.” ‘ 


Dr. Koch’ then moved the fallow- 
ing resolution :-— 
“This Board being informed 
that the services ofe¢he Medical 
| Officer of Health, Dr. Faweett, 
will shortly terminate would res- 
pectfully represent to the Govern 
‘ mentuthe necessity of retaining 
the services of an officer of such 
proved capacity and practical ex: 
e perience.” 
“In submitting this resolution to 
the Board fer ite approval,” he 
said. “J -need hardly say that 1 
have had no communication with 
the M.O.H. regarding the matter, 
and I should say he has no.idea 
that it has been my intention to 
bring the subject'up for considera- 
tion. But haying been associated 
with him on this Board for the 
greater part of the year and being 


{in a position to form-an .opinion 


of his work I feel it would be a 
grave mistuke tacitly to approve 
of the action of the Government in 
allowing -him to terminate, his ser- 
vices without some effort. on their 
part to retain them, ” 

“The sanitary problems of 
Colony are’« complex 
We are trying to introduce the 
elements of , sanitation among a 
population which has énly a rudi- 
mentary knowledge of such matters 
—in rural and remote villages 
nature ‘assists the people~but -in 
n'town like Victoria the overcrowd- 
ing among the ‘poorer . classes 
especially, is 80 mppalling that the 
nuthorities have to step in and com- 
pel the ‘observance of elementary 
rules of health and hygiene. 


Arbitrary Rules. 


“Many of these rules are, per- 
haps, apt to be considered arbitrary 
and one cnn understand that cither 


this 


‘}uctive or accidential evasion may 


take place. We have to deal with 
disease not only from a preventive 
point of view but we-have to 
adopt mensures which would pre- 
vent endemic disease ° becoming 
epidemic. : 

“he Baard has numerous other 
matters under its surveillance, not- 
ably in its relation to other depart- 
ments, when the assistance and tact 
of the M.O:H. is conspicuously re- 
quired. The public health condi- 
tions of this Colony ‘require the 
services. of at’ least four Medical 
Officers of Health, as I have point- 
ed out many times. Ta obtain 
these the Colony must experience 
the incidence of a serious epidemic 
apparently. There were four at one 
time... appointed on .the recom- 
mendation of the Plague Commin- 
sion in tho nineties, There being 
no recrudescence of the epidemic 
two of these officers, in a quiet way, 
acemed to, disappear and, : their 
places were not filled and the work 
was carried on by two—when one 
was not on leave. pee

“The population of the Colony 
has increased by leaps and bounds 
and at. the present time we have 
only one M.O.H. functioning and an 
agsistant appointed a few months 
ago.

There is money 
enough in the Treasury for this 
purpose which might be diverted 
from more showy. and unnecessary 
schemes. 


“As a matter of fact, the whole 
subject of public health shauld be 
thoroughly overhauled and, instead 
of ‘nn ‘Advisory: Borrd, the Govern- 
ment should take its courage in 
both hands and deal with the whole 
matter from. a broad and states- 
manlike point of view, forming a 
Board of Health to supersede this 
Board which should’ have wide 
powers of action: : 

“The work of such o Board, or 
indeed of any Board, is to carry on 
its improvements day by day .so 
.that when any crisis arises, such 
as the onset of an epidemic, 
panicky work will not be indulged 
in and cumbrous and ‘ineffective 
committees nominated to deal with 
matters. . ” ‘ 

“Tt is for these reasons that I 
have ventured to bring this motion 
forward so that we might place ‘on 
record our appreciation of the work 
that Dr. Fawcett has done and en-

Each caravan needs a strong, 
well-armed escort of severa)] hun- 
dred soldiers. While one can travel 
by motor-boat ‘from Nanning to 
Poseh, the condition: of the coun- 
try beyond Poseh is very ‘danger- 
ous, «Robber bands from Kiweichow, 
Kwangsi, and Yunnan rove all the.

HELP URGENTLY NEEDED. 


CHINESE .CHANBER TO 
RAISE- FUNDS, 


That.the provinces of Shensi and 
Kansu_ have successively gone 
through. o series of disasters, in- 
cluding devastation by civil war, 
floods, drought and failure of crop, 
is well known to all of us, Vivid 
details were, however, revenied in 
a ictter received by the Chinese 
Chamber ‘of Commerce , recently. 

‘At the monthly mecting of that 
body, held yesterday, this letter 
was read and.made a deep impres- 
sion on all: present, 
. In all,‘ ninety-two districts are 
affected ond relief expeditions are 
urgeatly needed, Carefu! investiga- 
tions had. revealed that the death 
tate had been very high, Tn the 
Wu Kong district ‘the population 
until’ recently’ was 200,600. Of this 
number, at least 40,000 to 50,000 
have perished. The remainder of 
the population are on the verge of 
starvation and many ore migrating, 
but as might be expected, they are 
encountering great’ hardships,- and 
many’ who set out never reach their

such food as their parents carried 
wete crying feebly, stil] strapped 
to the dend bodies of their mothers.

A WAR MYSTERY 
EXPLAINED. 


In spite of all the revelations made 
since the Rugsinh Revolution "re- 
garding pre-war diplomacy “and 
intrigue, there are still many things 
unexplained, relating: to events in 
1014. Aa to: the actual origin of 
the war there is now general agree- 
ment that responsibility was divid- 
ed. Hearn defined tragedy as. the 
conflict of right with right, and 
Dr. Goocz, the eminent English 
historian, came to the conelusion— 
after reading the apologetics’ of 
some 200 writers of various nation- 
alities—that all the Powers parti- 
cipating in the Great War wero 
moved by genuine fears, and in the 
circumstances acted precisely as 
they might have been expected to! 
act. There is, however, a mystery 
concerning the earliest stages of the

—that is,. why Germany took “a 
atep. which, ‘it was obvious would 
bring about . tremendous . conse- 
quences*in making an enemy of

‘doubt that this would be the case—, 
she only could hope to win if sho’ 
did not) ditide” her: forces, This 
was the strategy of Frapertcx the 
Great. But whatever the merits of 
the ScutterreN plan were from the 
inilitary point of view, it entailed 
a line of action which could not 
be but disastrous ‘politically. Ger- 
many was pledged to protect 
Belgian neutrality. An uoprovoked 
attack on-her amall neighbour wis) 
bound to put,.Germany in the worst 
light! How could the General Staff 
adopt a plan the execution of which 
was sure to make the whole 


civilised world Germany's enemy ? | 


Tt seemed fantastic, inconceivable.

Fen, for one, was aware of, the 
politica] - danger pertaining to, a 
violation of Belgian. “neutrality.

He assumed ‘that the French, ap-, 
palled, frightened by. this, move and 
anticipating an attack, would rush 
into Belgian territory. to protect 
Belgjum. Once this had happened, 
Germany could easily interpret it 
as o violation, of. Belgian nen- 
trality on the part of the French.

It 
will be recalled that the widow and

When the agitation concerning 
the matter was at its height, three 
members of the 6th District of the 
Kuomintang, who wert prominent 
in the support of, or were members 
of, the ‘Support committee of the 
Chang’ Hscuh Liang Case ” continu: 
ed to urge all Chinese bodies to 
‘assist them in securing redress for 
the alleged wrong. : 

“During! these activities they wrote 
to the Public Safety Bureau to the 
effect that the deceased's family 
was being approached: by two fel- 
low provincials with alleged bills 
which they said that deceased had 
incurred, 5 
_* In their communication they ask- 
ed the Bureau to despatch four 
constables" to protect the family 
fronr the machinations of the al- 
leged extortioners.  « The Chinese. 
police complied with the request 
cand sent a detail of men. 

These three men prevailed on the 
‘constables to do as they wished, 
and asa result, the family virtual- 
ly were prisoners and were detained 
jn a dwelling in Chinese territory, 
their captors meanwhile continuing 
to-shrick for compensation. 

After the money had been paid 
to the Bureau of Foreign Affairs, 
two of the three men accompanie 
them to the office, The widow re- 
ceived. the money duly, after which 
she and her son stil] under guard, 
were tuken to » lodging house near 
the Small East Gate. The captors 
forced the widow to hand over 
34200 as they stated to recompense 
them for the expenses incurred by 
them while furthering her cause. 

The two ‘Chinese who ‘adserted 
wthat they had claims against the 
estate, heard of the transaction and 
berated: these: who- got» the moncy, 
without however coming to blows, 
In consequenc? ‘the three’ members’ 
of the Kuomintang laid a com- 
plaint with the Bureau of Public 
Safety and the two provincials 
were arrested. The . Chinese 
authorities brought the widow and 
her’ son to identify the prisoners, 
but sho and her son said that thése 
were not the men, who had taken 
her money, but that the three ac- 
cusers were the actual culprits. 

‘When’ the leader of the gang who 
had made the accusations, failed to 
prosecute his case, he was arrested 
and charged with baving defrauded 
the widow. The Kuomintang used 
their influence and after two weeks 
secured his release, without . his 
having stood trial. Nothing has 
been heard of the fate of the two 
provincials, and it is believed that 
they still are in custody. 

The Chinese press in commenting 
on this, characterized the affair, a8 
an. outrage. and a disgrace to 
China.—N.-C, Daily Press.

Nothing good about’ Chu Yu Pu 
‘thas ever appenred in the Chinese 
press. He is accused of blackmail, 
extortion, abduction, kidnapping, 
and a variety of other crimes. But 
no judge darcd move. against him, 
and his alleged crimes went un- 
punished, until finally he lost his 
bodyguard, and Shantung pelisants 
took the law into their own hands.
